forward. The boiler contains 22 8-1 inch tubes 
which, computed together with the fire-box, 
gives 375 feet of fire surface. Steam may be 
got up in 15 minutes, although twice that time 
is usually necessary. The fuel may either be 
bituminous coal or wood. The cylinders are 
horizontal,9 inches in diameter and 15 inch 
stroke, and are placed one on each side oi the 
boiler. “The pistons communicate motion not 
. Ns but to a drum or roller, 6 feet 
in di and 6 feet long, which, as the sides 
of the form overhang its end, is compara- 
tively out of sight. The drum is about 
midway between the front and back of the ma- 
chine; before it depends the fire box, and over 
and behind it is the tank; so that, when the 
boiler and tank are fall, they yeas counter- 
balance each other on the axles of the driving 


drum. 

This drum is composed of two iron heads, or 
“spiders” and an intermediate one; to these, 
thick, narrow planks, cut like staves, and fit- 
ting closely, are bolted, and form the periphery. 
The adhesion is, therefore, produced by a sur- 
face of wood six feet long, which never be- 
comes polished, and the bearing of which is 
always across the grain. There is no slipping; 
the machine is started and stupped instantly ; 
and, and, except when propelling itself a con- 
siderable distance on turn ike and paved roads, 
the wear and tear is slight. This substitution 
of the driving roller for the ordinary side- 
wheels, wonderfully increases traction, and 
prevents sloughwg in wet or yielding soil; 
while moderate irregularities of surface scarcely 
effect the onward march of the plow. Another 
t advantage is gained by the gearing of the 
rum, Instead of being attached directly to a 
crank on the axle of the drum, each connectin 
rod communicates motion to a pinion whi

Increase of and of control over the 
movements of the engine are thus secured. 
The front of the fire box is a Short 
ing bow of sheet iron, which serves as a seat 
for the fireman anda receptacle for fuel. The 
bow is supported by a body-bolt on a truck 
composed vftwo iron guide wheels three and 
one half feet in diameter and fifteen inches 
broad. The truck moves freely like the front 
wheels of a chaise and is controlled by a steer- 
ing wheelin charge of the engineer, so that 
the whole machine is turned as readily and as 
short as u farm wagon. The engive is of thirty- 
horse power. The entire length of the machine 
is about 18 ft.; its weight, with water and fuel, 
10 tons; and cost, iucluding “ donkey” engine 
and pump, aboot $4,000. By this pump, water 
may be drawn from awell or creek, and the 
tank filled, or water forced from the tank 
to the boiler. The tank holds twelve barrels, 
sufficient for three hours’ running. The plows, 
eight in number, are attached to one frame, 
which is suspended by chains passing over 
grooved pullies in two beams, projecting from 
the seat to the engine. These chains commu-

n answer to the several questions propound- 


ed by your Board tonshing acity and 
ability of the engine for 1 pate ses, 
we find upon trial and examination as follows : 
First ; The weight ten tuns, as reported by 
Mr. Fawkes. 
Second, The fuel consumed in one hour was 
170 pounds, or two bushels and ten pounds of 
inferior coal, with one-eighth part of a cord of 
wood, evaporating about 150 gallons of water. 
and plowing one acre in twelve minutes (which 
inclades turning. ) 

The wood used was mostly of linn, and con- 
siderably decayed, and would have been rejected 
upon steamboats. 4 
Third—The amount of traction on different 
grades of land would be a matter difficalt to de- 
termine, with the facilities in the hands of the 
Committee. We had the engine run up the 
various grades of the Fair grounds, passing into 
a gully, with the plows swung in the rear,which 
struck on one bank as the main roller was rais- 
ing the other, which overpowered the engine, 
but upon detaching the plows, the machine 
woved out without the least difficulty. Upon 
measurement, the grade was found to be one 
foot vertical to four on the horizontal line.— 
Steam, by the indicator, was marked at only 
62°—100° being his ordinary pressure. 

Fourth—The friction produced ody pres- 

sure against the shoulders of the axles, instead 
of being fair on the journals (which are of less 
size), may possibly make a slight waste of pow- 
er in running across inclined planes. The wear 
and tear would be the same as with any other 
sterm-engine used for locomotion. 
The engine can safely be run across an in- 
clined plane of 30°, because of its great breadth 
0 (six ſeet —the prineipal part of the 
boiler, the heavy fire box, and a great portion 
of the machinery, being below the centre. 

Fifth: We wave previously stated that an acre 
could be plowed in twelve minutes; but an ex- 
amination of the following computations will 
demonstrate its actual ormance. A strip of 
land, 240 yards long and 20 feet wide, was 
plowed in four minutes; and the headlands of 
50 feet were crossed, one in 27 seconds, the oth- 
er in 30—the plows being elevated and lowered 
to and from the ground in the time. 

Sixth: No steam engine in existence should 
be entrusted to inexperienced persons. 

This one is as simple as any we have ever 
examined, is strong and substantial.

The engine here exhibited is intended only for 
large operations, — — of i 
from 25 to 40 acres per day; but we see no rea- 
sons why the size may not be reduced very con- 
siderably (say to one-fourth), and still success- 
fully compete with animal power. A skilled 
engineer, sent to witness this trial by the larg- 
est machinest in Ohio,“ has re favorably 
to his employer, and a contract has already 
been made by him with Mr. Fawkes to build a 
small engine for his farm of 300 acres.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT. 

After the foregoing report was closed, the 
undersigned (in the abscoce of the other mem- 
bers of the Mechanical Committee, who had 
left for home) accompanied the Executive Com- 
mittee to wituuss a further trial of Mr. Fawkes 
engine. It was attached to the plows, and set 
to work in prairle sod, alongside the former 
engine gave way, when it was discovered 
that the former were set for plowing stub- 
ble gronnd, and were running oh inches deep, 
causing @ resistance that was sufficient to 
part the connection at a point where wooden 
pins are used for the express purpose of yield- 
ing in case of emergency, that vo damage might 
be suffered by the plows. After this was ad- 
justed, and the plows raised to the usual depth 
for prairie sod, and while crossing 11 
stubble and part tame sod, ad ing 
shower p over, wetting the ground, whic 
was already moist from the heauy rain the night 
before. This caused the main roller to slip, and 
Mr. Fawkes having removed the spuds provided 
for projecting through the drum to prevent ** 
ping iu such cases, he nailed some strips on the 
drum as substitutes, which served well until 
reaching thé sod on au inclined plane, where 
from their temporary adjustment they came off, 
aud, lodging under the machine, caused it to 
slide some inches from the line of draught. Mr. 
Fawkes then raised the plows, and remarked that 
he preferred not to attempt further trial without 
the appliances referred to. It is well known to all 
acquainted with the use of the — — and mow- 
er, that on a slippery surface the driving wheels 
will sometimes fail to perform their revolutions 
even with their ribbed surfaces. In conclusion, 
I would say that the above incidents do not ma- 
terially leasen the value of the improvement in

Yesterday morning it was announced in all 
the city papers that the celebrated trotters Flo- 
ra Temple and Princess, would compete on the 
Garden City course in the afternoon, for a purse 
of “Two Thousand Dollars.” The fame of both 
horses had spread far and wide, and besides the 
anxiety on the part of many hundreds to wit- 
ness a test of speed between them, there were 
thousands who had a curiosity to look on the 
animals which had created such a furore in the 
East; for although they were both entered at 
the Fair, they had been vigilantly kept 
out of sight in some obscure corner 
of the city, and not subjected to the vul- 
gar gaze” of the crowds who thronged the 
Fair Grounds. Whether this arrangement” is 
consistent with the rules and regulations of the 
United States Agricultural Society or not, we 
are at a loss to say; nor can we state why ‘hese 
celebrated mares were made an exception in 
this particular, to other stock exhibited.

Never yet 
did we see it still a day at a fair. Up and down 
it goes, drawing crowds of wondering men and 
boys, eye, and ladies too. The ladies have come 
in some way to regard it as their friend, though 
it never presumes to enter the sacred sanctuary 
of the kitchen (would that it were always sacred 
to comfort and composure) they see dissipating 
before its approach hoards of dusty, hungry, 
impatient workmen.

Interesting from Ireland. 
(Correspondence of the Londen I mes. 

Dusttx, Tuesday Morning.—The Irish war 
journals are making spasmodic efforts to im- 
press their readers, including the 
members of the Phoenix Clubs, with the idea 
that something portentous looms in the visit to 
Europe of Mr. John Mitchel, the great champion 
of vitriol bottles at home and of slavery in the 
Southern States of the Union. It appears to be 
a settled matter that the interesting exile’s steps 
will be first directed towards the sliores of 
France, and that here in Ireland we need not 
expect his presence until he is prepared to land 
at some exposed spot at the bead of an invading 
army. The Dundalk Democrat, after express- 
ing its disbelief that the fate of Wolfe Tone in 
"95 is reserved for its more modern hero of ‘59, 
observes : 

if he is coming to France, be would not 
have ventured there without knowing the foot- 
ing on which he is to stand. It is probable that 
he has been corresponding with friends in Paris, 
who know so nething more of what is going to 
happen than other people. Or, perhaps, as the 
Britush say there will be an invasion, that Mr. 
Mitchel believes them for once, and is giving a 
helping band to the enemy, and offer his advice 
on the best place to strike the first blow.

GREAT FIRE. 


Loss $500,000. 
Faull Particulars. 


We were enabled to give a good general ides 
of the great conflagration in the Western Dis- 
trict in our issue of yesterday morning, without 
going much into the particulars. During yes 
terday our reporters gave their most indefati- 
gable attention to the gathering of such facts 
‘as may be worth knowing, the result of which 
will be found below. 

The actual amount of loss we of course can- 
not positively ascertain, but we think it cannot 
vary much from the figures given yesterday, al- 
though some intelligent and judicious men 
think our estimate to high. 

It is a heavy misfortune to our city, and with 
all the energy of our citizens in the Western 
Distriet, it will be a long time before they will 
entirely recover from the ruin it has wrought. 

In the confusion and haste of our report yes- 
terday morning, we were made to state that the 
entire square, bounded by West Lake, North 
Jefferson, Fulton and Clinton Streets, was con- 
sumed. This is a mistake. From the Engine 
house formerly occupied by No. 6, on Lake St., 
to the corner of North Jefferson St.; on North 
Jefferson to Fuiton and on Fulton to the Lead 
Works, the buildings were all, or nearly all, 
saved. This district includes Phillips’ pecking 
house and some other prominent buildings.— 
With this exception, the outline of the fire, as 
given by us, was correct. 

We should do injustice to our gallant firemen, 
did we neglect to say that their effortsto stay 
the progress of the flames were well and judi- 
ciously directed, and they labored with e vigor 
and enthusiasm which produced the best posi- 


J ble results. Their well directed, heroic and 


successful effrts to save the Ocnto Lumber Com- 
pany’s property and the grain warehouse of 
Munn 4 Scott were worthy of all praise.

From Washington. 

Sept. The late convention 
between Great Britain and the Repub.ie of Gua- 
tamala has not excited a renewal of angr 
troversy between this conntry and 272 
as was recently — - by the Euglish press. 
On the ay both governments are still an- 
imated by the hope that Central American dif- 
ficulties will be happily adjusted. The larger 
part of the Batize had never been the sub- 
ject of actual survey, as was officially declared 
by Lord Gray in 1336, and the above named 
Convention it is said merely definitely fixes 
its territorial limits, which act was inteaded by 
Guatamala as a barrier to British encroach- 
ment on its soil. 

This arrangement is claimed to be in accord- 
ance with the Pallas-Clarendon treaty, a clause 
of which is to this effect substantially consent- 
ing to such an arrangement,having been ratified 
by the United States Senate, while the treaty 
itself was defeated by that body owing to a 
clause therein of an anti-slavery character. 

The other points proposed to be settled im the 
same treaty, namely, with regard te the Island 
of Roatan and mg surrender of the Mosquito 
Protectorate to Nicaragua, will be placed in 
charge ot Mr. W hyke, the new British Minis- 
ter, and it is thought that these questions will 
be ‘adjusted by bim to the satisfaction o 
parties concerned, Great Britain heving un- 
dertaken to remove the obstructions to the full 
force of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. If any dis- 
satisfaction exists it is because Great Britain 
has first settled the point which is of the most 
importance to ber; but this may be the result 
of accident, Sir Wm. Gore 8 having — 
viously sought to surrender the Mosquito 
tectorate to Nicara aa, but in terms unsatisfac- 
tory to that Republic. What he has failed to 
do it is confidently expected his successor, 
Mr. Whyke, will e . Such is believed 
to be the condition of affairs, according to infor- 
mation derived from intelligent sources.
